Local residents, men, women, and children, spent lit¬ 
erally hundreds of hours looking into funding, cir¬ 
culating petitions, writing articles, distributing fliers, 
and much more. The city staff (particularly Sean 
Joyce) have put considerable effort into investigat¬ 
ing the possibilities of the park, also. 

The Sierra Madre City Council intended to discuss 
selling Fire Station #2 as a source of revenue for the 
proposed park. After all of the effort, the hours, the 
brainstorming, it was on the council’s agenda Tues¬ 
day night. 

From nowhere came the report that the property 
owner, Glenn Lambdin, had decided not to sell his 
property after all. A heartfelt letter of aooloEv was 


circulated by Mr. Lambdin, who is still the rightful 
owner of the property, and wants to come back. 
Unfortunately, this destroys the passionate efforts of 
many who had attempted a beautiful project based 
on the availability of the land. 

“The sale (of the Fire Station) was a means to an 
end; without tlie park, there won’t be any talk of sell¬ 
ing it for quite some time,” said City Administrator 
Sean Joyce. So, one of the first items on the agenda 
was its own approval, and the motion was to “ap¬ 
prove the agenda, with the exception of item two” 
(the sale of the fire station). It was removed, not dis¬ 
cussed, and what could have been the biggest issue 
on the agenda became a non-issue...not with a bang, 
but a whimper.

Our Town is Small Town, USA 


At approximately 9:30 a.m. last Friday, Feb. 24, 
the Bank of America at Myrtle and Palm in Monrovia 
was robbed at gunpoint by four masked men. An 
employee of a nearby bank, who spoke on condition 
of anonymity, said he telephoned friends at the Bank 
of America immediately after the holdup. The Bank 
of America employees told him that the gunmen or¬ 
dered everyone in the bank to lie down on the floor 
and be quiet, then grabbed money from open cash 
registers and stuffed it in their pockets before flee¬ 
ing. No one in the bank was injured, and the branch 
was closed for several hours afterward. 

The four thieves escaped on foot, traveling east on 
Palm Ave. One angry observer started chasing after 
them. To stunned pedestrians, it looked like the four 
men ran into the Tzu-Chi temple at the comer of Palm 
and Ivy, then hopped a wall to enter a neighboring 
house recently constructed by the temple. 

Police responded to the crime almost instantly. 
Monrovia resident Oscar Bechtle was in the Post 
Office a little before 9:45 a.m. when he saw a police 
officer run past the doors with a shotgun. A freelance 
photojoumalist, Bechtle immediately contacted 
MediaPage (a paging service that notifies media of 
newsworthy events), turned on his police scanner, 
then loaded his camera and headed out to the crime 
scene. 

A dark blue getaway car had been located in an 
alley behind the temple, tipping off authorities to the 
criminals’ possible location. A police trace discov¬ 
ered that the car was a GTA (grand theft auto), and 
that it was registered in Inglewood. Police surmised 
that the four suspects were hiding in the white house 
next to the temple.

After a long, stressful day, 1 took a half-hour break 
from work. That was two hours ago. 

Michael had begged me to pick up some dinner 
for him so. returning from a Pasadena errand, 1 
picked up an order—grilled chicken and fries to go, 
please! 1 pulled up in front of The News office just 
moments after a grey tabby cat had been struck by a 
car on Baldwin Ave. 

A woman stood in the middle of the street care¬ 
fully directing traffic around the cat. Another woman 
and her young children stood at the curb, visibly con¬ 
cerned. 1 looked at the bag of hot food on the truck 
seat next to me and thought of my hungry publisher 
in our office 20 feet away. Then beautiful images of 
my loyal dogs and three friendly, cuddly cats came 
to mind—and 1 was out of my truck in a flash, ask¬ 
ing how I could help. (Sorry, Michael. Publishers are 
no match for that cuddly quotient!) 

The cat was obviously distressed. He was a lovely, 
grey tabby with thick fur and a bushy tail. He stunned 
us when he suddenly rolled over and hopped across 
the street, his back end dragging a bit as he zigzagged 
into the parking lot between Howie’s and Texaco. 
The Humane Society was on its way, having been 
contacted by the Sierra Madre police. Trusting that 
medical aid was coming soon, 1 ran into the Texaco 
office for a box, thinking maybe we could contain the 
cat in it, if need be, so he wouldn’t escape into the 
night and die a slow, torturous death, unattended. 

For a creature who had just been broadsided by a 
car, that cat had a remarkably strong spirit! He was 
plainly in shock and breathing hard, but he made his 
way into a neighboring apartment complex lot. 
Whether to hurt in solitude or to escape us, I can only 
guess. It must have been a darkly amusing sight: one 
limping kitty trailed by a group of anxious humans 
try ing not to run so fast as to scare the cat, but not so 
slow as to lose him. 

I knelt on the parking lot concrete and talked qui¬ 
etly to the cat until help arrived. (I tried to imagine 
what soothing words my vet. Dr. Dawson, would say, 
but 1 can’t even touch her talent.) He eventually al¬ 
lowed me to sit next to him, looking up at me with 
some grudging acceptance. His eyes were a beauti¬ 
ful green. He had a little blood around his chin and 
on one paw, and he left a faint stain when he moved 
off the white concrete to a gravelly comer closer to 
the apartment building. He kept circling around 
(searching for a more comfortable position?). His 
breathing took on a disturbing, phlegm-y sound, but 
he remained alert. TTie very kind woman who had di¬ 
rected traffic on Baldwin introduced herself as 
Priscilla, and she looked out for the Humane Soci¬ 
ety truck. Within 20 minutes or so, Sean Liske from 
the Pasadena Humane Society arrived with a metal 
cage and a flashlight. He spoke gently to the cat, then 
carefully lifted him into the cage, put him into his 
truck, and drove off to emergency animal care. 
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If I could have, I would gladly have telephoned 
the cat’s owners or personally knocked on their door 
to inform them of their feline friend’s condition. But 
I couldn’t. The tabby wore no identifying name tag. 

Please, if you are privileged enough to share your 
life with an animal companion, love him enough to 
put a collar and name tag on him! Sierra Madre is 
an excellent place to live with animals. There are 
countless people here instantly ready to help an in¬ 
jured animal. But how can they get him home if he 
wears no identification? I’ve known many smart ani¬ 
mals, but not one has yet mastered the trick of tele¬ 
phoning for help himself 

Veterinarian Steve Gatlin writes in the latest Hu¬ 
mane Society newsletter: “No animal 1 have ever 
treated has been hit by a car inside his backyard or 
in his house...Pets kept there are much more likely 
to cost you less money in veterinary bills. Pets kept 
there live longer." 

And to the driver of the car that struck that cat and 
never stopped: if you knowingly left that cat in the 
road, I have no respect for you. Where was your 
humanity? The very least you could have done was 
stop to help the injured animal to a vet, or, barring 
that, to ask bystanders if they knew the cat’s own¬ 
ers, or to call the police. You caused a potentially 
dangerous situation. Drivers behind you could have 
caused an accident, swerving to avoid the animal. 
Yours was inexcusably irresponsible behavior. 

Sorry—no, actually. I’m not. This is one soapbox 
from which I will never step down. Kindness and 
compassion don’t cost anyone a thing, and improve 
life and society for humans and animals alike. 

Oh, and if you bump into Michael around town? 
He’s a mite grumpy ’cause he got his dinner late and 
cold. Please remind him that cold fries are better than 
dead animal any night of the week! _

1 sincerely hope, without going into great detail, 
that those who have been affected most will have a 
spirit of understanding regarding my decision. 

I would like to acknowledge the countless hours 
of work by Richard Trader and Sean Joyce, whose 
diligent and laborious efforts keep Sierra Madre a 
true community and to Toni Moran for being an un¬ 
derstanding friend amidst a difficult situation.

Canyon Park is History at Eleventh Hour

In a surprise move Monday morning, Glenn and 
Anne Lambdin, owners of the 444 Sturtevant Dr. 
property that canyon residents have been advocating 
to become a park, decided to return from Colorado 
Springs with their family to build and live on the 
property. The issue of selling the fire station as a 
possible means of funding to pay for the Sturtevant 
property was to be discussed at Tuesday’s city coun¬ 
cil meeting, so it was a great surprise when Sean 
Joyce, City Administrator, informed me of the 
owner’s change of heart. I immediately placed a few 
calls on Mr. Lambdin’s answering machine inform¬ 
ing him of all the effort that has been expended on 
this project and of our deep disappointment regard¬ 
ing their decision not to sell. 

Literally hundreds of hours of work by several 
residents, including children, has been devoted to 
this. Appraisal services were donated by Lee 
Almaden for both the fire station property and the 
Sturtevant propierty. Webb-Martin Realtors had com¬ 
mitted their services facilitating the sale free of 
charge. The city staff and Sean Joyce in particular 
have also put forth a great deal of effort on behalf of 
this project and alternative solutions. The city coun¬ 
cil was also very receptive and spent time consider¬ 
ing the issue. 

Mr. Lambdin returned my call Monday evening 
and spoke at great length about his decision to return 
to Sierra Madre. He and his wife and two children, 
ages 10 and 15, have a great desire to return here. I 
mentioned that I understood many people leave 
Southern California hoping to find “Nirvana” in such 
places as Colorado, Montana, Oregon, Washington, 
etc. He replied that he has realized that “Nirvana” 
was here in Sierra Madre, having grown up here and 
making it his home until moving to Colorado over a 
■year ago. He also stated that he intends to send a let¬ 
ter of apology to the city, to The Sierra Madre News, 
and that he had no idea of the amount of effort that 
has gone into the project.

foot, two-story house. His new plans would incor¬ 
porate more naturaj materials such as rock, etc. I 
believe he understands he now has an even greater 
responsibility for preserving the aesthetic quality of 
the entrance to the canyon as a result of the 
community’s park project. 

While we are deeply disappointed in this defeat 
of our efforts at the height of its momentum, hope¬ 
fully we can see at least a more tastefully designed 
and scaled-down structure on the site. There was a 
strong concern by several petition signors regarding 
the respect of individual property rights, and I was 
able to clearly say that we had Mr. Lambdin’s sup¬ 
port for the project. Now, however, it is a tragedy that 
this historic site ofChantry’s Trail Store, Dance Floor 
and Stable, with its very centralized and focal setting, 
will not serve as a small open preserve for the resi¬ 
dents’ use and enjoyment. Part of my whole motiva¬ 
tion for the historical photo displays in Mary’s 
Store—and now in an expanded format in the 
Richardson House—is to show the beauty and the 
rich history of the area and the people who were such 
a part of it. I had even envisioned trying to preserve 
a small part of the wishes of Arthur and Mary Carter, 
son and daughter-in-law of our city’s founder, who 
had expressed their sense of loss at losing the 
canyon’s natural beauty to developers in 1913. So we 
are a continuing part of that history with our progress 
and defeats and we can share their sense of loss on a 
much smaller scale. Hopefully, canyon residents will 
continue to participate in providing input for the can- 
yon-specific portion of the General Plan, which we 
will be discussing further at the upcoming meeting 
at 675 Woodland at 7:30 p.m. on Mar. 8. Although 
there is little open space left for parks, we can advo¬ 
cate plaiming and design guidelines that will discour¬ 
age overdevelopment of our small lots and preser¬ 
vation of what remains of the historical fabric of our 
community. We all need to be actively involved in 
where we go from here.

people who have felt the 
brunt of the inconve¬ 
niences, however, recog¬ 
nize the benefits the city 
receives from the film¬ 
ing. Instead of a blanket 
ban, they have suggested 
stricter regulations, pos¬ 
sibly restricting the num¬ 
ber of times a private 
home can contract film¬ 
ing in a year. 

All film crews must 
purchase permits from 
the city. The fees that can 
be charged are regulated 
by the Filming Commis¬ 
sion. Sierra Madre has 
had to get special per¬ 
mission to charge 
slightly higher than aver¬ 
age fees for the permits. 
These funds, totaling 
about $50,000 last year, 
go into Sierra Madre’s 
general fund, to be dis¬ 
tributed throughout 
wherever needed. In ad¬ 
dition to these fees, film 
crews must pay for their 
required police and fire 
officials. Film crews also 
pay location fees which 
vary, depending on the 
size and duration of the 
filming. 

A large portion of the 
filming in Sierra Madre 
takes place at Alverno 
High School, a Catholic, 
college-prep girls’ 
school situated on the 
historic Barlow estate. 
The villa on the property 
has been used for filming 
numerous times, from 
large Hollywood pro¬ 
ductions such as Shirley 
McLaine’s Out On A 
Limb and Keanu Reeves’ 
soon-to-be-released A 
Walk in the Clouds to 
small student films. Mrs. 
Gilda Martin, who coor¬ 
dinates the filming at 
Alverno, works with the 
crew to determine the 
location fees which un¬ 
derwrite the tuition and 
upkeep of the property. 
“We’ve never had any 
complaints," Mrs. Mar¬ 
tin said. “In fact, most of 
our neighbors come by to 
watch.” 

Other benefits from 
filming in Sierra Madre 
include the business that 
is brought when the 
crews use local services 
or products. City film li¬ 
aison Ruth Harmon al¬ 
ways suggests extras and 
stand-ins from Sierra 
Madre. “If they need 
trees trimmed, 1 make 
them get someone from 
town,’’ she said. Mrs. 
Martin from Alverno al¬

WALKS 


FIRE BLOTTER

While The Arboretum has an enviable record for 
introducing new flowering trees to the Southern 
California landscape, the “flowering oak” is NOT 
one of them. 

As we wandered through the Home Demonstra¬ 
tion Garden, we noticed a flash of bright yellow high 
in the oak tree. Yellow blooms in a live oak? Inves¬ 
tigation determined that the 'Lady Banks’ Rose, not 
yet in bloom on the arbor which it covers, has grown 
high into the adjacent oak where its long tendrils are 
soaking up the new sunshine and bursting into early 
bloom. 

Next to the oak, the Ponytail Palm (Beaucarnea 
recurvata) is similarly sprouting long yellow "pony¬ 
tails.” What a delight to see the rose in such unex¬ 
pected places. 

Springtime yellow is bursting out every vvhere in 
the garden. The daffodils continue to enchant us 
throughout. There is a particularly good display along 
the west side of the parking lot—great drifts at the 
feet of the graceful and delicate-looking crepe 
myrtles. 

t)ur walks, now a bit lazy in the warm sun, have 
taken us out past the dazzling magnolias and the 
waterfall. There in a great mound beside the road is 
h'orsylhui, a harbinger of Spring most often seen in 
colder climates. In a cold spot in this garden, how¬ 
ever, it blooms vigorously, but for just a short while. 

We’ve been waiting since last year for the Gift 
Shop’s Annual Cymbidium Sale, which will take 
place this year on March 4 and 5 from 10 a.m. to 4 
p.m. On Saturday, March 4, from 1 to 2 p.m., we want 
to be sure to be on hand when Dorothyjean Spoelstra, 
one of Arcadia’s most dedicated Arboretum volun¬ 
teers, gives her wonderful demonstration on potting, 
fertilizing and care of cymbidiums. The cymbidiums 
will be in 8-inch pots and California Arboretum 
Foundation members will receive a 10 percent dis¬ 
count.

body to write letters to Congress.” 

De’Ora commented, “There is apprehension that 
if block grant money goes to the states, the states 
would use this money to balance their own budgets, 
because they would have control over which pro¬ 
grams would have the money.” She said it is esti¬ 
mated that, under block grants, there would be a 17 
to 18 percent funding loss for school lunch programs 
for children. 

An attachment to California Food Service Asso¬ 
ciation literature, “Consequences of the Personal Re¬ 
sponsibility Act—Welfare Reform (HR4),” lays out 
a dozen results of the proposed changes, and says that 


the money is gone during the school year, students 
may go without meals or schools may have to pick 
up the cost.” It further states that it would “eliminate 
any nutritional requirements for the meals offered un¬ 
less the States regulate.” Also, “The level of money 
given to states will be based on the Food at Home 
Escalator rather than the current Food Away from 
Home Escalator. Food at Home Escalator is less.” 

De’Ora described the Food at Home Escalator as 
a type of food index not unlike the Consumer Price 
Index. She compared the differences between the 
Food at Home Escalator and the Food Away from 
Home Escalator with this analogy: “You could pur-

I routinely put snail bait out in my yard. How 
poisonous is this for my dog if he happens to 
Ingest it? 

Snail bait can be very toxic. Unfortunately, snail 
baits are usually very palatable to dogs and they 
will eat it if given the opportunity. Signs of 
toxicity are elevated body temperature, muscle 
tremors and persistent seizures. Treatment consists 
primarily of supportive therapy. There is no, 
antidote. Most animals are placed under 
anesthesia for prolonged periods of time to stop 
the seizures and until the toxin is cleared from 
the body. Despite aggressive therapy, some 
animals are not able to be saved. It is important if 
you see an animal ingest snail bait that you seek 
veterinary care Immediately to induce vomiting. 
Snail baits especially the pelleted form should not 
be used where pets can get into it.

Raiders Capture 
Third in Tourney 

The Raiders of St. Rita captured third place in their 
own second annual “Raider Shootout” basketball 
tournament at St. Francis High School. The tourna¬ 
ment featured 12 of the top teams in the area. 

In Thursday’s opening round, St. Rita played in¬ 
spired ball to claim a 43-16 victory over St. Bede of 
La Canada.
